One of tho repulsive features cif the 
laws under v.hich tho Nut rhea- Indians 
were governed was that when a mem­ 
ber of tho royal fam ily of the nation 
died it was neeewiry that several others 
of Ult; people Glo ti Id tic com pony him to 
the tomb by Mitering death at rho 
hands 
of 
executioners. 
When 
tho 
“ great sun, “ tho hereditary chief of 
the whole nation, died, all his wives, 
in ca ne he were provided with more 
than one, and also several of hi* sub­ 
jects, were obliged to follow him into 
the vale of shadows. The “ little suns. ” 
secondary chiefs, mid also members of 
the royal 
family, likewise claimed, 
when dying, th*, ir tribute of death from 
the living.

A n c i e n t N a t c h e z I n d i a n W h o R e b e l l e d 
Agalint Heinie varrlllm l. 
One of the repulsive features of the 
laws under which the Notches Indians 
were govern* d was that when a mem­ 
ber of tho r« yal family of the nation 
died it was necessary that several others 
of the people should accompany him to 
the tomb by suffering death at the 
hands 
of 
executioners! 
When 
the 
“ great sun, “ tho heriffitary chief of 
tho whole nation, died, all his wives, 
in case lie were provided w ith more 
than one, and also several of his sub­ 
jects, were obliged to follow him into 
the vale of shadows. The “ little tuns. “ 
secondary chiefs, and also members of 
the royal 
family, likewise claimed, 
when dying, tie ir tribute of death from 
the living. 
In addition to this, the in­ 
exorable law also condemned to death 
any man of tho Natchez race who had 
married a girl of the royal line of the
